Dawson 
of the 
Predatory 
Animal 
Department 
for Rodent Control 
of the A. 
and M. Extension Services visit­ 
ed Comanche and conferred with 
the Countv Agent and a number 
of business men and explained 
the method of poisoning, W. M. 
Durham, agreeing to make the 
initial experiment in the county. 
Mr. Durham put out 19 blocks 
of the poison at a cost of 15 
cents, setting them in the rab- 1 
bit runs. Within a weeks time 
Mr. Durham found eleven dead' 
rabbits 
within 75 feet 
of the 
poison, estimating that this was 
only twenty five per cent of the 
number killed a ssome of the 
rabbits, especially Jack RabbiU*, 
usually run as far as a mile 
before dying according to 
Dr. 
Dawson. 
The mixture Is placed in a 
short 2x4 block in the center of 
which is drilled a hole big enough 
for a rodents head but too small 
for domestic animals. The mix­ 
ture hardens within a few hours 
after being placed in the block 
and 
the 
rabbits 
are 
poisoned 
when they use it for a salt lick.
